WHAT TO CLEAN OR REMOVE

JUNK MOTOR VEHICLES: Vehicles with expired
plates must be covered with a car cover made
specifically for the car and be in a carport. It can
be placed in a backyard with an opaque wall or
fence at least 5’ high.
ALLEYS & EASEMENTS: You are responsible
for maintaining ¥z the width of the alley/easement
from your property line to the center of the alley
or easement.
VEGETATION: Remove grass (6” in height); weeds
(10~ in height); dead trees, shrubs, litter dropped by
trees/shrubs from yards, walkways and sidewalks.
CURBS: The area from the curb to your property line
must be free of grass, weeds, vehicles, and trailers.
SIGNS: Remove ‘FOR SALE,’ ‘FOR RENT,’ Yard
Sale and ad signs from sidewalk areas, medians, utility
poles/boxes, or street signs.
GRAFFITI: Call 624-7833 for removal
